_— our last report we have visited 
five conventions, The convention at 
Maud, Okla., with Brother S. J. Wood 
as overseer, convened Aug. 3. This was 
one of the best conventions Oklahoma 
has ever had for the church. Oklahoma 
has made rapid progress this year and up 
to the time of the convention they had 
gained five new churches and a number 
of ministers had been added to the list. 
This convention was filled with love and 
power and many people visited it for 
the purpose of investigating the church. 
We are sure that much and lasting good 
was done. Brother Wood has had great 
success this year in Oklahoma and Ar- 
kansas. We didn’t have the pleasure of 
visiting the Arkansas convention but he 
reported to me it was a great success. 
From what I can understand the work in 
Arkansas has made progress this year and 
we are looking forward to a large delega- 
tion to the General Assembly from these 
two states. 


Our next convention was at Weather- 
ford, Tex., Brother R. P. Johnson presid- 
ing.

been quite a lot of progress in the state 
this year and all seemed to be encouraged 
and spoke highly of the work done by the 
state overseer. 

The Kentucky convention was in 
Somerset, Ky. Brother Jernigan built a 
large state tabernacle this year and also 
a state parsonage. The parsonage is a six- 
room building and it is nicely arranged 
and painted inside and out. The state 
camp ground is the largest one that I 
know of in the United States and its con- 
struction is one of the best. Every one 
can hear and should you contemplate 
building a state camp ground it would 
pay you to correspond with Brother Jer- 
nigan before you draw your plans. These 
buildings were erected very economically. 
The plans that were used to buy the tim- 
ber on the stump, have it cut and sawed, 
made it possible for these buildings to be 
put up with less than the cost of raw 
materials. The building was filled to its 
capacity at night and large congrega- 
tions were turned away that couldn’t 
get seats. I believe this was the largest 
attendance of any state convention of 
the season. Kentucky has gone forward 
by leaps and bounds.

The New England states are under the 
supervision of H. W. Poteat, and I don’t 
know of a man in the Church of God 
that has made greater sacrifice for the 
work than our precious Brother Poteat.

Every service was filled with 
victory and power and I am sure all en- 
joyed the meeting immensely. The out- 
look for the work in these New England 
states was very encouraging. Brother Po- 
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teat has a corps of workers who are con- 
secrated and they pray and get the mind 
of the Lord before they do anything. 

I have just had a report from the con- 
vention in Kansas. Brother Douglas is 
overseer of this state and I am told that 
their convention was a great success and 
largely attended by the people from Mis- 
souri and neighboring states, and they as- 
sured me that a great work was being 
done. I have also received several letters 
asking that Brother Douglas be returned 
to the state of Kansas for another year. 
This closes my convention work for this 
Assembly year.

There will be one large park that 
will be entirely free but you will have to 
have either a car or truck for it will be 
too far away to walk, We wish to invite 
all of our people to attend who are able.

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NEW PALESTINE FINDS 


The New York Times of March 16th, 
1935, gives a thrilling account of some 
new Palestine finds, on the site of the an- 
cient city of Lachish. These discoveries, 
the Times tells us, undermine completeiy 
the foolish fantasies of the so-called 
“Higher Criticism.” But will the “higher 
critics humbly confess their ignorance 
and folly?” No, they will go right on, 
blandly proposing new nonsensical theo- 
ries and assumptions, and never even 
apologize for the falsehoods of the past! 
And so the Word of God is once more 
vindicated, and once more. we see the 
biting truth of the Psalmist. “The fool 
hath said in his heart, ‘There is no God”! 


For the sake of such of our readers who 
may need the details of these marvelous, 
new discoveries, here are a few paragraphs 
from the article: — 


Jerusalem, March 15. (AP).—Twelve 
pieces of broken pottery found on the 
site of ancient Lachish destroy the very 
foundations of Biblical “higher criti- 
cism,” Dr. E. L. Sukenik, Professor of 
Archaeology at the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem, said to-day. 


Professor Noah Harry Torczyner, ex- 
pert on Semitic languages at the Univer- 
sity, definitely ascribed the potsherds, 
with their inscriptions in the ancient He- 
brew language, to the time of Jeremiah, 
2,500 years ago. He called it “the most 
valuable find ever made in the period of 
the first Temple (Solomon’s)” and Dr. 
Sukenik said the potsherds were the 
greatest discovery since the Siloam in- 
scriptions in 1890. 

A remarkable feature, Professor Torc- 
zyner asserted is the fact that they appear 
to be written in ordinary ink. Dr. Suke- 
nik declared their most amazing char- 
acteristic was the fact that many of the 
words and names used are spelled exactly 
as they are in the traditional Masoretic 
text of the Pentateuch. (The Masoretic 
text is the form of the Hebrew Scripture 
as used to-day by Jews throughout the 
world. ) 

The spelling would indicate, Dr. Suke- 
nik declared, that the Bible was written 
by scribes during the time in which the 
events it chronicles actually occurred, and 
that the scribes were eye-witnesses of the 
incidents they reported. This would tend 
to destroy the theory of “higher criti- 


cism” that the narrative was written 
many centuries later, he said, 

Professor Torczyner believes the dis- 
covery on the site of ancient Lachish, 


greatest fortress in the southern area of 
the kingdom of Judah, adds irrefutable 
testimony to the accuracy of the Bible 
in its account of the period of the Kings. 

Lachish was the fortress which offered

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INTRODUCTION 


HE reason for continuation of these 
writings on this subject, is for the 
purpose of more fully enlightening our 
readers concerning the breadth and pur- 
pose of the outpoured Spirit at Pentecost. 
Text: ‘For the promise is unto you, 
and to your children, and to all that are 
afar off, even as many as the Lord our 
God shall call,” Acts 2:39. 

Let us consider: 1, That God is a Spir- 
it. 2. And they that worship Him must 
worship Him in Spirit and in truth. John 
4:24. 3. That the creation might be re- 
born, through the Spirit; for all the 
apostles and disciples were born of the 
Spirit before the day of Pentecost. Luke 
10:20; Acts 1:13; Luke 24:53. 4. That 
the Gentiles might be acceptable, being 
sanctified by the Holy Ghost. Rom. 15: 
16. 5. That the apostles and all believers 
might not only be reborn and sanctified, 
but also baptized with the Holy Ghost 
as an enduement of power. Luke 24:49. 
See text. No sane person could deny that 
the apostles and those who waited in 
prayer with them before the “day of 
Pentecost was fully come,” were actually 
born of the Spirit before they were bap- 
tized with it. The claim, therefore, that 
when one is born of the Spirit they have 
received the Holy Ghost as at Pentecost, 
is unscriptural. 

THE DIFFUSION OF THE SPIRIT 

1. As to quantity: “I will pour,” from 
the Hebrew “‘shophak,” indicates bestow- 
al in great abundance, as opposed to the 
Old Testament times when it was given 
“moderately”, v. 23. Then given unto 
prophets to reveal the will and purpose 
of God concerning redemption, 2 Peter 1: 
21. In New Testament times, to comfort, 
to give joy, Jno. 14:27; 16:20, to guide 
into ail truth, v. 13. These benefits were 
for the recipient of the Holy Spirit. God 
was particularly benefited by the out- 
pouring of the Holy Ghost only so far as 
it was incidental and essential that His 
creatures must have it to render their 
worship spiritual and powerful. Jno. 
4:24; Luke 24:49. 2, As to the scope of 
its activity: “All flesh” was the object 
of its redemption. a. Without distinction 
as to race: “For there is neither Jew nor 
Gentile.” b. Without regard to sex: 
“Upon your sons and daughters”. c. 
Without regard to age: “Upon “your old 
men and young men”. d. Without regard 
to social position: “Upon the servants and 
handmaidens”. The beneficiaries affected, 
were neither Greek nor Jew, circumcision 
nor uncircumcision, barbarian, Sythian,

bond nor free. Col. 3:11. The intent was 
that Christ should be all and in all. Such 
was the purpose and object of the Spirit. 
The present world order had nothing in 
common with the arrangement and order 
ot the Spirit. It was without national dis- 
tinction “for there is neither Jew nor 
Greek” in the divine order. It was “‘unto 
you and your children, and they that are 
afar off.” Eph. 2:13. Without sexual 
distinction, for there is neither male nor 
female. Gal. 3:28. Without ceremonial 
distinction “for there is neither circum- 
cision nor uncircumcision.” Gal. 5:6, 6: 
15. Without intellectual or educational 
distinction. It was for the barbarian and 
Scythian. Keil says, ““Not in all the Old 
Testament was there a single case of a 
slave prophesying.” The New Testament 
order was, “Art thou called being a ser- 
vant? care not for it: but if thou mayest 
be free, use it rather. For he that is called 
in the Lord, being a servant, is the Lord’s 
freeman: likewise he that is called, being 
free, is Christ’s servant.” 1 Cor. 7:21-22. 
Therefore, upon the servants and hand- 
maidens, 

UNIVERSAL RESPONSIBILITY 

Let us note particularly that, while 
Christ said unto His apostles, “Ye shall 
be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, 
and in Judea, and in Samaria, and unto 
the uttermost parts of the earth,” Acts 1: 
8, that when the Holy Ghost came He 
baptized other disciples than the apostles. 
v. 15. These were by the very act of an 
endument of power from on high, actual- 
ly called to witness of the grace of God. 
Bestowal upon them of the apostolic 
power, made them in some sense responsi- 
ble for apostolic commission. We are la- 
borers together with God. “Ye are God’s 
husbandry,” or vineyard. The economic 
order of any householder or vineyard 
keeper would demand that every member 
of his family do something to be of serv- 
ice. This is also true of every member of 
the church, they have been anointed for 
service and there is not only the demand 
of the husbandman that all labor, but 
the necessity for such is reasonable since 
there is work for all to do. 

VARIED COMMUNICATION 

The point of contact as made by the 
Holy Spirit in communion, is varied, de- 
pending upon individual receptivity in 
the light of divine choice. Prof. Given 
says: “The mode in which spiritual com- 
munion is (1) according to some, that 
of visions to the young, whose fancy is 
more vigorous; that of dreams to the old, 
in the decadence of their mental powers; 
while to the son and daughter the gift is 
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prophesying. Others more correctly (2) 
understand prophecy as the general term 
for speaking under the Spirit’s influence 
or instructing by divine revelation; while 
the two forms of prophetic revelations 
are dreams when the mental faculties are 
‘suspended by natural causes’ and visions 
or trances when ‘suspended by superna- 
tural causes,’ the communication in either 
case being supernatural. This prediction 
began to be fulfilled on the day of 
Pentecost.” An examination of scripture 
upon which the promise of the Spirit was 
made, and as governing its work since 
Pentecost, reveals the standards of the 
workings of the Spirit for the entire 
church age. 


TIME OF VISITATION 


This, as was foretold by Joel, was “af- 
terward” but translated “last days” in 
Acts 2:17. “Afterward” (Hebrew, 
achareken”) i. e., after the days of 
destruction caused by the scourges of 
chastisement for the nation’s apostasy, 
mentions the time when the blessings of 
Pentecost would begin to fall. Both dis- 
pensationally and prophetically it pointed 
to the time of restoration of Israel in 
Palestine after national repentance, etc., 
as touching regathered Israel during the 
tribulation. As touching the church, what 
was postponed nationally by the rejection 
of the King, was made available for the 
church beginning with the days and 
manifestation of Messiah, “in the last 
days” of the Old ‘Testament dispensa- 
tion. Since that time we have been in 
“the last days” or the dispensation of 
“His Son,” Heb. 1:2, when God hath 
spoken unto us by His Son (Heb. 1:2), 
the Lord (Heb. 2:3-4), and whose Word 
was confirmed unto us by them that 
heard Him; God also bearing them wit- 
ness both with signs and wonders, and 
with divers miracles, and gifts of the 
Holy Ghost, according to His own will. 
During this period the church in mani- 
festation is composed of both Jew and 
Gentile, with the national: aspect of the 
kingdom of Israel in postponement. What 
therefore was bestowed upon the church, 
and closed up the old dispensation, will 
close up the present dispensation: (1) 
with the rapture of the church after the 
falling of the latter rain upon it; (2) 
with a visitation of Pentecost upon the 
Jews after they are gathered into their 
own land, after national repentance, etc., 
by which at least 144,000 Jews will be 
sealed or baptized with the Holy Ghost, 
who will preach the gospel during the 
tribulation period. Revelation, chapters 7 
and 14. 
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Prophecies Goncerning Aspects of the Lord’s 


WHEN WILL THE LORD COME? 


E know, according to the ful- 

fillment of prophecy and the signs 
of the times, that His coming is very near 
but the setting of dates either for periods 
or junctures of time is something that no 
Christian is to meddle with, according to 
the Scriptures, This is one department of 
knowledge which is reserved to God and 
not to be laid open to the natural mind 
or mortal eyes. Still there are those who 
would have the Bible read, “Blessed are 
those servants whom the Lord when he 
cometh shall find setting dates.” They 
have short recollection of the sad failure 
made by other equally sincere and devout 
Bible students. Strange to say, some of 
the recent date-fixers bégan by deploring 
the attempts of others along these lines 
and regretting the discredit brought upon 
the cause, but remind us of the words of 
Daniel that these dates were to be sealed 
up until the time of the end and now 
that that time has come they know what 
they are. 

From 1844 onward, date after date has 
been fixed for the Lord’s return, or the 
end of the times of the Gentiles. Ail 
manner of measurements have been used. 
For a time it was fashionable among 
some Bible teachers to call the great py- 
ramid “The stone Bible”, and by _ its 
measurements it was claimed one could 
accurately find the end of the age. 
Isaiah 19:20 was said to refer to this py- 
ramid, yet Isaiah was writing in the chap- 
ter prophetically of future happenings, 
not of any existing monument. First 
measurements of the pyramid set the end 
for 1882. When this passed calmly by 
new calculations were taken. When ev- 
erything available had been measured in, 
it was confidently affirmed that the end 
would come May 29, 1928. 

Baxter’s “Forty Prophetic Wonders”’ 
has had a tremendous sale and excited a 
great many Bible students. A few years 
ago an individual found a few early edi- 
tions of the book and discovered that the 
dates had been set forward at least twice. 
And now the whole system stands dis- 
credited. 

“Times of the Gentiles”, a booklet 
written at the time of the World War, 
fixed the time of the end according to 
the year-day theory. of two thousand five 
hundred twenty years from 606 B. C. 
and 589 B. C., as from 1915 to 1934. 
The year 1915, however, was not espec- 
ially significant. The church was to be 
translated in 1927, seven years before the 
full establishment of the kingdom in 
1934, 

In “The Hour of Translation”, a book

widely recommended, the author de- 
plores the bad figuring of others and 
shows that all had the wrong _ starting 
point, the time of the Gentiles was from 
604 B. C. to 589 B. C., and that two 
thousand five hundred twenty years 
brings us to 1917 and 1936. The 1917 
date fits in much better for in that year 
the Belfour Declaration granted the Jews 
the right for Palestine for a national 


‘home and Gen. Allenby drove the Turks 


out of Jerusalem. The translation of the 
church will be the anti-typical fulfill- 
ment of the feast of trumpets and since 
the church must escape the last seven 
years the translation must take place 
Sept. 12, 1929. This writer is especially 
impatient with those who object to date- 
setting and implies that to contradict his 
figures is to contradict the Scriptures. 
But what are the results? 

A tract entitled “Time cycles of the 
Bible” has been widely circulated and 
this writer states positively that the year 
1936 will be the midst of the tribulation 
and that the kingdom reign will begin 
in 1938, and since the church is to es- 
cape the last week of years, the transla- 
tion must take place in 1931. 

A book on Revelation on the Biblical 
chronology of Annstay asserts that the 
sixth millennium of human history comes 
to an end iu 1958 and that it is then 
that the kingdom reign begins. The writer 
shows that Israel was given a forty-year 
probation period after the crucifixion of 
the Savior and before destruction befell 
Jerusalem. Another forty-year probation 
is to be given them just before the Lord 
comes. Therefore, this began in 1918 
when the war closed and the way up to 
Palestine was opened. The church must 
patiently abide until 1951. 

By all the signs of the times, dear 
reader, we must know that the end of 
time is near and Jesus is soon to come but 
it is our candid opinion that when our 
Lord does come it will be on such a date 
as none of the date-fixers struck upon. I 
am aware that the coming of Jesus is 
the greatest and one of the most out- 
standing subjects of the Bible but our 
message today is to tell men and women 
what they must do to prepare for that 
day. We know not the day nor the hour 
when the rapture shall be, or the reve- 


lation, and the man that says he does will 
soon feel like crawling in a hole and pull- 
ing the hole in after him. It is a Biblical 
fact that we do have knowledge that the 
time is at hand for when we see many 
running to and fro, knowledge being in- 
creased, Noah’s and Lot’s day being re- 
peated, love of many waxing cold, na- 
tions rising against nation and kingdom 
against kingdom, earthquakes, famines, 
and pestilences, a breakdown in the gov- 
ernment, in the home, and in the realms 
of religion, the failure of crops, the fail- 
ure of politics, commercialism, banks, sea- 
sons, and men’s hearts failing them, these 
all go to prove that our Bridegroom’s 
coming is even at the door. This we can- 
not deny, because of the returning of the 
Jew, the land of Palestine blossoming 
like a rose, wicked men and seducers wax- 
ing worse, communism, atheism, and un- 
belief filling our land. This all goes to 
show that the Bride will soon be caught 


‘away. Therefore, let us look up and be 


patient, stablish your hearts, for the com- 
ing of the Lord draweth nigh. God bless 


you.

IMPORTANT THINGS TO 
CONSIDER 


The importance of Sunday School 
work is so vast it would require volumes 
of writing to tell the worth of this great 
gospel-giving to the old and the young, 
not only in America, but in all the world 
as well. Hence, we shall not dwell on the 
importance of this great work only long 
enough to try to get our minds to the 
place where we can forget all else at the 
present time and get our minds and our 
hearts as well, in the study of this so im- 
portant theme; for there never was a 
Sunday School that was a success with- 
out those who both lead and attend have 
their heart and mind in the work. 

There must be co-operation between 
teachers and officers. A thoroughly co- 
operative teaching force and secretary and 
superintendent working harmoniously 
with a perfect understanding, is one all- 
important feature of a Sunday School. 


The only way I know to bring about 
these conditions is for the teachers and 
officers to hold regular meetings. These 
meetings should not end merely with a 
coming together, but time should be 
spent discussing the many problems con- 
fronting the work. There is always some- 
thing happening every Sunday that is 
more or less puzzling. Put these things 
down on a slip of paper or KEEP THEM 
in memory until the next meeting. Do 
not fail to mention any question, makes 
no difference how unimportant it seems. 
Great things generally start from little 
things. 

There are a few things, however, that 
I have observed which are helpful to the 
success of the work. I know there are 
others who have a wider experience and 
are far more capable of giving greater 
thoughts, but I feel it my duty to do the 
best L can by the help of the Holy Spirit, 
which I now ask of God. 


The Sunday School proper should be 
under the supervision of the pastor in 
charge. We will not dwell here longer as 
most all pastors have a fair knowledge of 
this great work, and are always interested 
in helping the teachers and officers when 
it is their privilege to do so. 

The superintendent should be wide 
awake, thoroughly acquainted with every 
advancement of the Sunday School work 
he is over, not only in the advancement 
but also able to detect any part 
of the work that is failing to ad- 
vance and should rally with all his power 
to he!p overcome the failure. “And let us 
not be weary in well doing: for in due 


season we shall reap, if we faint not.” 


Gal. 6:9. 

As to the success of each class it de- 
pends very much upon the art of ques- 
tioning. Too many times we think that 
a question is a question and that any 
question will answer the purpose. I shall 
endeavor to list a few hints that helped 
me in teaching a Sunday School class as 
well as in public school. Never ask a 
question that can be answered by yes or 
no. These answers require but little 
thought. Most of them can be guessed 
at. A question that requires thought will 
arouse interest and may end in discussion 
which is better. Always ask the question 
first, being sure the whole class hears the 
question, and then call the name of the 
one whom you wish to answer it. See 
that they are not interfered with and 
have had a fair chance to answer it, then 
it may be passed on if they can’t answer 
the question. A question thrown in the 
air might not light in the class any- 
where. Every scholar in the class should 
be asked as many questions as possible. If 
a member of the class is not asked any 
questions they soon feel like they are not 
a part of the class, and soon get dis- 
couraged. Ask the harder questions of 
those who are the best read in the Scrip- 
tures. 

Keeping order in class is one all-im- 
portant thing. It seems that it is the all-- 
puzzling question in some if not in the 
majority of schools in this day. There is 
absolutely no fixed set of rules that will 
meet the need of every Sunday School. I 
found while teaching a young people’s 
class that a conversation could easily be 
broken up by asking one of the parties 
talking, a question. They would usually 
take the hint and quit for a while any- 
way. Unfeigned love shown to each 
member of the class will go a long way 
toward winning their respects, In a re- 
cent meeting where I did some preaching 
I met what seemed to be the most re- 
bellious group of young people I ever 
met. I talked to them kindly and I be- 
lieve they decided I really loved their 
souls and they nearly all respected me. 
Firmness must be used with wisdom and 
never should be resorted to until the last 
resort. 

The best teacher I have ever seen for a 
group of junior boys is the pastor as he 
usually understands boys. The teacher of 
the card class should be the best in the 
school, except the pastor.

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LETTER FROM E. W. WEGNER 
TO BROTHER J. H. INGRAM 


The following letter from Edward W. 
Wegner, missionary, in Colombia, S. A., 
will inform our people of the opportuni- 
ty and needs of these particular fields. 
’ Unfortunately Brother Ingram did not 
visit this section of South’ America, Let 
us pray and give that God may send forth 
laborers into these whitened harvest 


fields. 


Sogamoso, Boyaca, Colombia, S. A.., 
July 10, 1935. 


Mr. J. H. Ingram, 
S. S. Simon Bolivar, 
La Guayra, Venezuela. 


Dear Brother Ingram: 

Your letter was gratefully received last 
evening and I hasten to answer hoping if 
possible to reach you on the Boat “Simon 
Bolivar.” However, I am doubtful if it 
will reach you as mail service from here 
to Bogota is not always rapid and the air 
mail service to La Guayra I am not so 
sure of. However, I will do my best and 
if this does reach you please do us the 
favor to let us know receipt of same. 

Now we notice what you say in your 
letter of your visit to these countries. 
We are sorry we could not meet you per- 
sonally. You likely saw that we live in- 
land a long way; however, only about 
150 miles from Bogota, the capital city 
of Colombia. It is too bad that you did 
not take the inland trip to the capital as 
you would have received a correct im- 
pression of Colombia and its great need. 
The country itself is beautiful, with its 
fertile valleys and mountains and rich 
mines, and agriculture is being developed. 
It has rich ground and if developed as it 
should be it would be one of the richest 
countries in the world as to natural re- 
sources. We like Colombia immensely, 
looking at it from a natural standpoint, 
but spiritually, it is stated by a well 
known traveler for missions that, it is 
possibly the neediest country in all South 
America. Fanaticism has reigned for forty 
years under the Conservative party. Co- 
lombia has a “‘concordato” or treaty with 
Rome and pays Rome some $80,000 a 
year, not counting the immense sums they 
give here for the upkeep of their missions 
and churches. Schools, marriages, and 
even the cemeteries are under the Catho- 
lic control, but you may have heard that 


there is now the LIBERAL party 
in office, that are doing their 
utmost to bring about radical 


changes. They are opposed to the concor- 
dato in Rome. This is the only country 
that has the concordato with Rome. It 
has made the government bankrupt and 
there are Liberal men rising up to defend 
their rights. All this is making the gospel 
work easier, although still the opposition 
is great on the part of the priests. They 
Oppose us on every hand. 

Three years ago in October we came 
to Colombia, feeling a definite call to 
PIONEER work in this country. My 
wife for a number of years worked as a 
missionary in Venezuela, first in Caracas, 
then Barquisimeto and in that district, 
but after our marriage, four years ago, we 
felt definitely led to pioneer work and 
having heard of the great need in Co- 
lombia, large territories with no gospel 
work and, comparatively speaking, Co- 
lombia with about three times the popu- 
lation of Venezuela, and about half as 
many workers, the great need pressed us 
forward. We stayed three months in Bo- 
gota spying out the land and asking God 
to choose our inheritance for us. Then the 
following January we came to Sogamoso, 
to the Department of Boyaca, a depart- 
ment of over a million souls, and at that 
time no missionary work was being done, 
except a little work in the country, God 
placed our feet in a large field and by 
faith, trusting God alone, we opened the 
work here. 

A little over a year ago we dedicated 
the first gospel chapel in all the Depart- 
ment of Boyaca. We were able to buy 
property after being here about a year. 
God gave us the first spiritual quicken- 
ing at that time. From the first we had 
crowds but they know so little of what 
it means to leave sin. Their conscience has 
been so dulled. Anyway, we went on 
praising and believing God for victory, 
then this January we had our first bap- 
tisms and the little group of believers 
were formed into a church. It was a time 
of great blessing and God had given the 
firstfruits of the work after much prayer 
and pleading with God. The priest im- 
mediately sent letters to two of the 
brethren beseeching them to return to the 
Catholic church, etc., but they stood true 
and one brother answered the letters bold- 
ly testifying to his faith in Christ. 

The persecution continued, but God is 
in our midst and now our cry to God is 
for a mighty outpouring of His Spirit in 
these districts. Brother and Sister Berch- 
told, Pentecostal missionaries, have a 
work in the adjoining department, San- 
tander de Sur, but they are the only ones 
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in that large district. They have three 
lady missionaries with them. We feel that 
the homeland or God’s people know very 
little of the great need here. We are the 
only Pentecostal missionaries in all this 
vast republic, that is the Berchtolds and 
we. There has been a sister in Cerete near 
Cartagena for several years but she has 
been alone and it has been very hard for 
her. The large cities have no Pentecostal 
work. The Presbyterians are about the 
only ones occupying the big towns, 
though a new Holiness Missionary Society 
from England is opening work and has 
at present ten missionaries, I believe. They 
are lovely people, very spiritual, but do 
not stand for the tongues as in Acts 2:4, 
though do not oppose. The Gospel Union 
with headquarters in Kansas City, has a 
work in Cali, the other side of Bogota, 
etc., and the Scandanavian Alliance has a 
work in Cucuta, near the Venezuelan 
border. The Christian Alliance has a good 
work not far from us. 

Colombia is most needy and our cry is 
for intercessors and Holy Ghost workers 
who are willing to suffer for Christ. In- 
difference and fanaticism make the work 


very hard in the natural. You don’t see_ 


scores saved at once. It is the time of 
SEED SOWING but we verily _ believe 
that Columbia must have its spiritual 
awakening, 

Venezuela is a smaller country with 
three and a half million while here there 
are over eight million. You may meet 
Brother Gerard A, Bailly of Caracas who 
is the oldest living missionary in Venezue- 
la. He has been there for some thirty-five 
years or more and has a work near _ the 
Orinoco river bordering the Indian dis- 
trict. There are several other societies in 
Caracas but Brother Bailly’s is the most 
spiritual. He has received his baptism in 
the Holy Ghost. Then in Barquisimeto, 
Rev. Bender is there and was the pioneer 
Pentecostal worker there. That whole de- 
partment of Lara is being evangelized. 
My wife’s sister and brother-in-law, Mr. 
and Mrs. Jacob Feurestein, live sixty miles 
from Barquisimeto in El Tocuyo and 
they have charge of several churches in 
the country. These Pentecostal workers 
are all on independent faith lines much 
as we are, About ten years ago God gave 
a gracious outpouring of the Spirit in the 
state of Lara where Brother Bender is,but 
outside of that state there is no strictly 
Pentecostal work except Brother : Bailly’s 
son in Valencia. I think they are in the 
States now. 

Well, we trust you have a profitable 
time in Venezuela. We would have been 
glad to have met you. Our place is easier 
reached now from Venezuela. There is a 
new highway, making the trip from Car- 
acas to Bogota about four days, and very 
cheap trip by auto. 

Next month there is a missionary con- 
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ference in Cucuta, of all the missionaries 
of the western part of Venezuela, that in- 
cludes the Scandanavian Alliance people 
and the Pentecostal workers of Lara. This 
former society is consecrated workers, 
with a missionary vision and they fellow- 
ship the Pentecostal workers. Then in the 
eastern part of Venezuela there are work- 
ers from the Bible Institute of Los Ange- 
les, the Torry School. They also are doing 
a good work of evangelism, etc., believe 
in the second coming of Christ, etc. 


Now I trust I have given you some 
idea of the lay of the land. Our work is 
independent, but wholly dependent upon 
God, We love all God’s people and fel- 
lowship all who stand for the cardinal 
doctrines on the Bible. We would appre- 
ciate receiving your weekly paper and 
knowing about your work, so if you re- 
ceive this letter please send us a copy of 
your paper and give us further informa- 
tion of the work. Oh, that God’s people 
might catch the vision of a lost and dy- 
ing world and God’s last command, GO 
YE! What darkness these lands are in and 
the church of Christ with its host of 
youth so slow to catch the vision and to 
be willing for sacrifice that souls might 
be won to God. We would appreciate your 
prayers for this pioneer work. Pray ye the 
Lord of the harvest to thrust forth work- 
ers.

LETTER RECEIVED FROM SISTER 
ATKINSON IN MEXICO 


I am sending this brief report as I 
think it cannot be possible for me to at- 
tend the General Assembly this year un- 
less the dear Lord undertakes for me, as 
I have just gotten home with my left arm 
broken. I haven’t had any medical atten- 
tion, and kept preaching every night, 
knowing very well that there are tricks 
of the enemy, but as I get worse every 
day my faith is weakening. I am asking 
the prayers of all the saints of the Church 
that I might overcome the temptation of 
having an operation and having a cast 
put on. For so many years I have been 
trusting in the Lord fully for my heal- 
ing. 

Yes, Satan is mad because, in spite ot 
all the persecution we are having, I was 
able to witness for my Lord in about elev- 
en towns; besides this, we have four 
flocks in Mexico, or rather churches. 
the headquarters, Cuidad, Obregon, we 
have gained sixty-eight new members 
this year, and in July we wanted to have 
water baptism but the police surrounded 
the place and had the patrol wagon there. 
We found out in time and never started. 


In San Blas, Sinaloa, we have enough 
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members to set a church in order, also 
we have wonderful prospects in Nogales, 
Ariz, Some dear saints, Americans, by the 
name of Taft, offer to me the church for 
Spanish services for members on both 
sides of the line. This is why I am in 
earnest to get healing, so I can attend to 
this work. 

Now is when we need more laborers 
than ever as we have to meet in small 
numbers in different places, they are 
so scarce. My prayer is that we may be 
able to increase, if possible, from $5.00 to 
$7.00, the allowance for the only native 
worker as he has not time to earn moncy 
for his living. We are also very much en- 
couraged with the work in Mazatlan as 
Brother David Burgos has lived there 
since July. One thing we are glad of is 
that we still have our places of worship. 
The Reds have confiscated all churches’ 
prospects everywhere they go. 

It looks as if I shall not be able to at- 
tend the Assembly in Chattanooga but I 
hope by the grace of God I will be in the 
assembly on the great day of the Lord. 
I express my great appreciation to the 
Mission Board and the Church in general. 
They have made it possible to keep this 
work going in so needy a field. With a 
great desire that the Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost will preside at the Assembly, 
I am your sister in the Lord, M. W. At- 
kinson.

ROTHER F. M. Waldron was born 

July 26, 1883, at Arcadia, Fla., was 
married to Susie Bain Oct. 12, 1909.

Mrs. Evelyn Brinsfield, now residing at 
Fort Lauderdale, Fla.; Mrs. Cleone Mc- 


Lain who resides at Cleveland, Tenn. 
Brother Waldron received the Holy Ghost 
and united with the Church of God in 
1919. He died August 15, 1935. A fun- 
eral service was conducted by Brother E. 
W. Williams, Aug. 17, at Coconut 
Grove, Fla.

Sister Waldron and daughters have the 
sympathy of thousands of friends in this 
time of grief. They have not lost their 
lovely and loving husband and father, 
for he has only gone on a few days ahead 
of them. They are following him and 
shall soon meet him in our Heavenly 
Father’s house, where they will enjoy 
each other more happily than if they 
were to dwell here forever. 


The Church of God had no truer, 
more loyal minister and member. His first 
ministry was that of a deacon in the 
Church at Tampa, Fla. After years of 
faithful service in that capacity he de- 
cided, in the fall of 1924, to take up pas- 
toral work, in which capacity he served 
until death called him to his reward. He 
served as pastor in several different 
states, serving such churches as Cleve- 
land, Tenn., Jacksonville, Largo and 
Coconut Grove, Fla., Weatherford, Tex., 
and Blacksburg, S$. C. He served as chair- 
man of the Board of Supreme Judges, 
was first state superintendent of Sunday 
Schools in Tennessee, also in South Caro- 
lina. He took active part in and was one 
of the committee that worked out the 
first state-wide program for the Church 
of God Young People’s Endeavor. He 
was one of the Church’s outstanding 
builders ever endeavoring to make im- 
provements in Church property. As a 
friend-maker he had few equals, one of 
his mottoes being, “He that winneth 
friends must first show himself friendly.” 


He was deeply sensible to the frailty 
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and brevity of life and of the certainty 
of death. For what is our life? It is only 
a vapor that appeareth for a little while 
then vanisheth. I found him to be a man 
ready for the responsibilities of life and 
prepared for the solemnities of death, 
for he knew not which he would meet on 
tomorrow. He was never so taken up 
with the affairs of this life as to forget 
or neglect the life to come. He meekly 
and cheerfully acknowledged God as the 
giver and disposer of life, whose right it 
is to give and to take. He was acquainted 
with the One he served and knew in 
Whom he trusted. When in health he 
served God with all his heart, when in 
sickness he sought the aid of no other for 
he fully trusted Him, never resorting to 
anything only that that God’s Word pre- 
scribed. He humbly sought God’s help in 
yielding and resigning himself to God’s 
righteous and perfect will, thanking and 
praising God when health was his, when 
gladness filled his heart, his hopes run- 
ning high and when cares were light, ye: 
he thanked and praised Him more because 
the dark shadows of death could not 
drive Him away, neither could it hide 
His face. 


He had no fears as to the future for it 
was as bright as the promises of God, 
having that assurance that if he died in 
Christ so in Christ would he be made 
alive again. Eternal things were the more 
important with him. While he desired to 
live until Jesus should come and catch 
away His own, yet he was willing to leave 
the ranks of those who work for Christ 
and take his place in the ranks of those 
who sleep in Christ (this is far better). 
He had learned that here was toil, suf- 
fering and exile; there was rest and home. 
The holy triumphs in every age and 
among all people, the battles they fought, 
the victories won, the achievements 
gained, inspired him to a life of prayer 
and to press the battle and fight the good 
fight of faith until he finished his 
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course, where manhood’s mourning 
touched the noonday of life, for he had 
not passed on life’s pathway the mile- 
stone which marked an extra long pil- 
grimage on earth, for it appeared to both 
loved ones and friends that he was in 
the bloom of health and the prime of 
life, He was yet in love with life, busily 
engaged in helping to solve the problems 
of life, when just a few month ago as he 
was fearlessly performing his duties, just 
in the sunniest, happiest hour of all life’s 
voyage, his burden grew heavy, his steps 
began to falter, almost suddenly the 
shadows fell toward the sunset. Being 
weary he lay down by the wayside for a 
moment, using his burden for his pillow, 
fell into that sweet and blessed sleep 
which closed his eyes in perfect peace, 
and forever kissed away sorrow and suf- 
fering. Now just one step and we shall 
meet again, for death is that place where 
the little stream of life merges into eter- 
nity.
